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PREFACE 


This  digest  presents  a  summary  of  the  legis- 
lative PROVISIONS    IN    EFFECT    ON   SEPTEMBER   1,  1936, 

for  granting  blind  assistance  in  the  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  There  is  no  provision  for 
SUCH  assistance  in  Alaska  or  Hawaii. 

The  first  blind  assistance  law  was  enacted  in 
Indiana  in  1S57;  the  next  statute  of  this  type  was 
enacted  in  Ohio  forty-one  years  later.  Illinois, 
Massachusetts  and  Wisconsin  made  simi  lar provi sions 
DURING   the  period   FROM  1903  TO  1907.     Six  more 

states   entered   this  field     in     the    decade    FROM  1911 

TO  1920,  and  in  the  next  10-year  period  11  others 
provided  for  blind  assistance  for  the  first  time. 
Since  1930  there  have  been  extensive  developments 
in  blind  assistance,  both  in  the  enactment  of  pro- 
visions   WHERE    none   previously     EXISTED    AND   IN  THE 

revision  of  existing  systems.  laws  of  this  type 
are  now  on  the  statute  books  in  33  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.

The  law  is  clas- 
sified as  mandatory  whenanapplicant  who  meets  the 
qualifications  prescribed  by  the  act  may  resort  to
